That 
is a thing that grows if the man is right 
and has the ability. 
If he has not, 
no 
time should be lost in removing him. 
Roosevelt’s capacity to get results in 
national m atters is because the people 
are heart and soul with him and so it 
should be all down the line. 
"There are nearly 400 congressmen 
and the average man among them nev­ 
er rises higher in his work than to deal 
with the things that directly concern 
his district. 
In order to have the most 
influence for his district he should se­ 
cure a recognition as having an active 
interest in national affairs. 
It takes 
time for a congressman to do that, 
even if he has the ability, because he 
must first secure the opportunity.

Boise, Ma , July IS —The state of 
Idaho rests content with tim evidenc ■ 
it has introduced to prove that Will­ 
iam D. Haywood, the secretary-treas- 
urer 
of the W estern 
Federation of 
Miners, conspired to kill and therefore 
murdered F r a n k Steunenberg, a for­ 
mer governor of the state. 
William 
D. Haywood through his counsel will 
rest his cast1 with the jury so far as 
evidence is concerned. 
Possibly some 
witnesses will be called In surrebut tai 
but Haywood’s counsel announce that 
the rase 
m ay close without 
further 
evidence 
Judge Frem ont Wood has 
mvite I argum ent on his own proposi­ 
tion to eliminate certain evidence from 
consideration by the jury and prob­ 
ably a day will be taken to present the 
views of hoth sides as to the instruc­ 
tions to the jury. 
On 
Friday argu­ 
ment is expected and the last stage of 
the trial will have commenced. After 
having dismissed the jury W ednesday 
afternoon Judge Wood stated his opin­ 
ion that the evidence introduced by 
the defense to prove a conspiracy on 
the part of the mine owners by show ­ 
ing the deportation of union miners 
from 
the (.’ripple 
Creek district 
of 
Colorado during the 
strike of 1003 
and 1901 was not material to the is­ 
sue involved and should not be sub 
mitted to rile Jury.

On the other 
hand, he said, 
the 
showing 
by the 
state that 
Steve 
Adams was concerned in the killing of 
two rrmn 
in the Coner 
d'Alene dis­ 
trict did not appear to I he court to be 
germane and should

would heat a rg u m e n t on these points, 
Further, the court asked that requests 
for instructions lie submitted at once 
and argum ents on these instructions 
are next in order. 
Judge Wood has already stated that 
by putting counsel on notice in the 
main points 
of which he 
would in 
struct flip jury, he hopes to consid­ 
erably shorten the arguments. 
\n o th e r announcem ent by the court 
was a determ ination to conclude the 
case within the 
n^xt week. 
Judge 
Wood said he would hold three two- 
hour sessions daily during the arg u ­ 
ments. 
E. F, Richardson 
protested 
against this, but ho met with no en- 
couragemenf. 
.T H. Hawley 
will open 
the a r g u ­ 
ment for the state and Iv F. Richard 
son for the defense. 
Clarence Barrow 
will close in behalf of Haywood and 
the final 
argument will 
come from 
Senator Bora ii. 
The last day of the s ta te ’s innings 
in the Haywood trial opened with the 
statement by Richardson that he de­ 
sired the court to order D. C. Scott, 
William Dewey and J. G Rutan, wit­ 
nesses who have testified in rebuttal 
for the state, 
to remain 
within the 
jurisdiction of the court. 
This was 
afterward explained 
on the 
ground 
that counsel for the defense was con­ 
sidering the advisability 
of issuing 
certain w a rra n ts charging state's wit­ 
nesses 
with perjury. 
Nothing 
was 
done during the day, 
however, and 
Clarence Barrow said it was doubtful 
if any such steps would be taken 


T w o W it n e s s e s in Rebuttal. 


The state 
'ailed two witnesses In 
rebuttal Wednesday, notwithstanding 
Mr. Hawley’s statem en t that eight or 
t<n witnesses remained. 
At Hie last 
moment th*1 prosecution decided not 
to call mine ow ners or Pinkerton d e­ 
tectives, believing this would stre n g th ­ 
en their case before the jury. 
As a 
result of this; decision a number of in­ 
teresting w itnesses will not be heard. 
Bulkeley Wells, formerly adjutant gen­ 
eral of Colorado and recently elected 
railroad comm issioner 
In the 
state, 
has left Boise. 
He was in command 
of the militia called out during the la 
hor troubles in 1903 and 1904 and was 
the man who dug up the bomb found 
where Orchard said 
he placed it at 
Judge Goddard’s gate. 
Captain Ja m e s McFarland, the su- 
perinteDdent of the Western division 
of the 
Pinkerton detective 
agency 
who it was expected would lie one of 
the most picturesque witnesses, was 
not 
called. 
Captain McFarland 
has 
had charge of the cast* since the a r ­ 
rest of Orchard. 
Tile witnesses examined were from 
Colorado aud gave vivid accounts of 
the 
conditions existing 
around the 
mines. 
O. 
M. S a c k e ts 
employed at 
the 
Smuggler Union mine at Telluride, had 
an intimate knowledge of conditions 
r e s u l t i n g from the struggle between 
the m em bers of the W estern F ed era­ 
tion of Miners and the owners of the 
mines 
No am ount of severity on the 
part of 
E. F. Richardson 
changed 
Sackett’s positive 
assertion 
thai the 
mob of the Citizens’ 
Alliance of the 
Cripple Creek district took the law in­ 
fo their own hands as a last resort 
and that this organization was made 
up of good citizens of the district. He 
Justified 
tho 
deportations 
on 
the 
ground that they were necessary and 
because Hie citizens had reached the 
conclusion that men who refused to 
work themselves or permit other pur­ 
ple to work should be s'*nt away. 
He 
admitted that some 
of the deported 
men w e r e Innocent of wrongdoing, but 


stated positively that they 
were al­ 
lowed to coms back when the injus­ 
tice was discovered. 
Sackett said of 
his own knowledge and on information 
he knew of a number of murders and 
outrages committed by the union m in­ 
ers and the calling out of the militia 
and declaration of martial law were 
n ecessary to Hie preservation of the 
property. 
The last witness of the day and the 
list witness of the state was William 
Stuart. a Scotchman, red-bearded and 
retaining the burr of his native lan­ 
guage on his tongue. 
He was a miner 
in the Cripple Creek district during 
Hie troubles and told a terrible story 
of m altreatm ent at tile hands of min­ 
ers who had warned him that he would 
have to take tile consequences if he 
w nit to ’ '.irk as a "scab.” 
With n a ­ 
tive stubbornness S tuart went to work, 
however, and with native wit he told 
the consequences. 
Mr. Richardson dismissed the wit­ 
ness with the words: “T h a t’s all.” 
Stuart wheeled out of the witness 
c h a 'r and as he stepped down lie said 
quietly: “ Humph, well, th e r e ’s more 
if ye want it.” and with this the prose­ 
cution rested. 


HAU PLACED ON TRIAL. 


D e f e n d a n t

Refuge in Silence.

case th at has attracted attention on 
two continents cam e up for trial here 
when Karl Hau, formerly professor of 
Roman 
law 
in George

university, Washington, 
D C , 
was 
brought before the bar on the charge 
of having murdered his mother-in-law, 
F ta u Molitor, a wealthy resident, of 
Baden-Baden, iii th a t city Nov. 6, last 
Tile selection of a jury occupied only 
ten minutes, after which the presiding 
Judge put Hau through a searching 
examination that lasted several hours 
Hau was unable or 
unwilling to ex­ 
plain many of his actions with regard 
to which the prosecution has pursued 
a careful investigation, 
such as the 
wearing of disguises and their secret 
disposition and the sending of tele­ 
grams to himself 
He declined to ex­ 
plain hi3 connection with a telegram 
asking his wife's m other 
to come to 
Paris and refused to answer various 
questions regarding his domestic re­ 
lations, although warned by the judge 
that he was prejudicing his case. 
Altogether the testimony was con­ 
sidered unfavorable to the defendant, 
the judge declaring that one provision 
of the will left by H a u ’s wife, who re­ 
cently 
committed suicide, 
which he 
road and which provided that her lit­ 
tle daughter snould assum e another 
name, indicated th at Mrs. Hau was 
convinced of her h u sb a n d ’s guilt. 
Olga Molitor, 
who was 
with her 
moi her when the murder was com ­ 
mitted, told of the shooting, which 
was done by a m an who ran away so 
quickly that she was unable to recog­ 
nize him in the dark.
